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The expression, “Leave taking will
be by card,” means that friends attend-
ing are not expected to come up per-
sonally and condole with the famlily
st the funeral, but there Is usually a
servant In black livery, furnisbed by
the undertaker, either at the house or
st the church, with a sllver salver on
wwhich visiting cards can be placed.

In default of this, on arrival at the

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Into this the card Is dropped or the
name written on a plece of paper, and
these are collected by an attendant
and sent to the bouse after the funersl,

In a few days, to all those whose
cards have been recelved as well as to
those friends who bave written uotes
of condolence, the visiting card of that
member of the family to whom you
may have addressed yourself Is sent or
the card of the member of the family
whe may know you best with the
single word “Agradecido,”” meaulng
“Thauks for kind sympathy."

Tue funeral procession of the well
to do s preceded by o large, coversd
landau, with glass sides, In which ere
plled the floral offerings, and just Le
hind this comes the hearse, drawn Ly
four or glx black horses, with two meu
on the box In black aud silver liveries

and wearing cocked bats.

The hearze I8 a bhuge affair, open at
all sldes, the top or canupy being sap-
ported by four life siged figures of

Ethlopluns, earved out of ebony, und
it I8 surmounted by six Luge plumes
two feet in diameter, made of biack
ostrich feathers. The collin lles on &
black cloth, with the Initals of the
dead n full view at the sides, worked
in sliver.

The cemetery itself l¢ a verftable
clty of the dead, for, lnstead of Lav-
ing a mound with a heudstone or won-
ument, regular lttle mortoary chap-
els, called “pantecnes,” are bullt by
every lot owner, completely covering
the plot of ground he bolds.

These are of stone or marble, about
twelve feet high and from five to
twelve feet square, and they are bullt
in rows llke city houses and lald out
in squares like city streets, with broad
sidewnlks and & roadway between.

Bach of these “panteones” contains
An altar of marble, on which sre can-
dies, flowers, sacred plctures and other
religious emblems and symbols of the
Catholie church.

In front of this altar Is a large slab
wwhich when lifted discloses g ladder or
ptalrway leading down to a vault,
which is # whitewashed chamber with
gpaces one above the other in the walls
of sufficient sime to receive a coffin.
After each space Is filled it Is sealed
pp with &8 marble slab, giviog the
name, age and date of death.

Private vaults will vsually hold from
8 dozen ‘o fifteen bodlies, but as these
pre expensive the varfous beneficial so-
oleties have erected mortuary chapels
Jo which thelr members can be buried,
the expense for the individual thus

for 1.500
vaults under these large edifices be-
ing flnlshed o marble and entered
from the interlor of the chapel by a
wide Right of marble steps, the whole
being well ventilated aud Hghted

For the poorer classes, who can
neither afford to erect a “panteone” of
their own nor belong to one of these
socleties, there I8 a long peristyle on
each side of the entrance gateway,
sl here niches can be rented or
bought, these niches belug about two
feet sguare at their outer end, with
sutlicient depth to take the coffin, and
arranged in groups of B0, the niche
when fillal being walled up with the
usual slab, lu the front of this slab
there Is often a photogrmph of the dead,
covered with glass, and under each
one is a amall shelf on which flowers,
votive offeriugs or little oll lamps, kept
constantly burning, are placed,

When a near relative dies, like a
pareut or child, the men wear crape
bands about six inches wide on the left
arm, halfway to the elbow, and the
women a& crape vell, falllng over the
face and reaching to the ground, and
usually a large black shawl hiding the
figure, indicating that they have en-
tirely withdrawn from the world and
its fashious.—New York Tribune,

Neighbor, Sweden,

While the Swedish people are next-

" | door melghbors to the Norwegians, the

life lu the two countries s very differ-
ent. This is no doubt the result of the
physical conditions in the two coun-

. | tries—the rocky Sords and snow capped

hills and tempestuous torreuts of the
Norwegian coast making a constant
gtruggle necessary on the part of the
dwellers thereon, whereas Sweden has
more facilities for agricultural success.
And yet the Norwegian mald s, llke
most young girls, gay and happy, and
the roving blood of her Norse ancestors
leads her to emigrate to America or
the British (sles, although she general-
ly returms to ber native land. Con:
firmation Is the officlal “growing up”
of Norwegian young people. When a
boy has passed the strict examination
prepared for him by the priest, he Is
cousidered of an age to be appren-
ticed out and Is given presents by his
admiring famlly and friends.

The Norwegian baby when born ln
winter Is kept within doors like a con-
servatory product untll warm weather,
but thereafter he Is taught to be hardy
and lndependent and s generally turn-
ol over to the mercles of his older
brothers and sisters.

The Norweglan women excel In ewm-
brolderies, tapestry work and lace, and
thelr handiwork !s becoming popular
In other countries than their own, the
charming Hardanger work, so fasbhion-
able last winter, belng from the nelgh-
borbood of the ford of that name In
Norway,

The wations] costume of the peasant
classes amoug the women Is comprised
of a white chemisette, an embroldersd
cloth bolero and a gay colored cloth
skirt, although the poorer clusses dress
wore soperly. Some wear shawls over
thelr Lieads and others black bouuets
decorated with bugles,

The Norweglin dinper s not pref
aced by mun appetizer, as I8 that of the
Swedes, but special disbhes are scat-
tered over the table and the guests par-
take of thew when they please. Nor-
weglan cookery has an ludividuality
(uite apart from the Swedlsh. The
Morwegluns are n hardy race, and thelr
women are kwown for thelr capable
qualities,
